Applicant has identified 
X as CH3-(CCH2CH2)3-OH. However, it is unclear how X is attached to the molecule since the valency of X is already achieved. 
Applicant has not identified a unique species of V. Specifiying that V contains heteroatoms and a linker does not uniquely define a 
species. Applicant is to elect a single species such that all the variable groups are uniquely defined. Applicant is to identify the claims 
readable on the elected species.
